WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Sen¬ 
ate,  on  a  vote  of  75-13,  turned  a  stone- 
deaf  ear  on  Monday  to  a  conservative 
filibuster  against  raising  the  gasoline 
tax  a  nickel  per  gallon.  That  virtually 
assured  that  the  $5.5  billion  initiative 
for  repairing  decaying  roadways  will 
go  to  the  president  before  the  97th 


Congress  calls  it  quits. 

Senate  Republican  Leader  Howard 
Baker  of  Tennessee  insisted  the  prop¬ 
osal  was  a  “must  item”  before  the 
lame-duck  session  of  Congress  ends. 
An  aide  indicated  all-night  sessions  of 
the  Senate  might  be  called  if  oppo¬ 
nents  continue  stalling. 


“We’re  going  to  pass  a  gas  tax,” 
said  one  aide,  who  asked  not  to  be 
identified  by  name,  although  he  con¬ 
ceded  a  final  vote  might  still  be  days 
away.

Opponents  of  the  measure  claim  it 
would  destroy  jobs,  not  create  them, 
by  draining  money  from  consumers’ 
pockets  in  the  form  of  higher  taxes. 

Despite  their  insistence  that  the 
tax  will  be  approved,  Baker  and  his 
aides  conceded  debate  could  drag  on 
for  days. 

Another  filibuster 

Technically,  the  vote  was  to  limit 
debate  on  a  parliamentary  motion  re¬ 
lating  to  the  bill.  Under  the  Senate 
rules,  another  filibuster  could  be 
launched  against  the  bill  itself,  and 
another  60- voter  roll  call  would  be  re¬ 
quired  to  limit  the  debate. 

In  addition,  Senate  rules  permit 
senators  to  attempt  to  amend  legisla¬ 
tion  with  non-related  provisions. 

And  as  a  high-priority  bill  at  the 
end  of  the  session,  the  gasoline  tax 
increase  was  attracting  more  than  its 
share  of  related  and  non-related 
amendments.

However, 
Peterson  said  doctors  have  been  removing  the  re¬ 
spirator  tube  from  his  throat  for  short  periods  and 
Clark  has  been  “mumbling  on  many  occasions”  ab¬ 
out  physical  discomfort  or  things  he  needs. 

Peterson  said  he  had  no  idea  as  to  Clark’s  state  of 
mind,  but  a  medical  center  spokesman  said  Monday 
that  Clark  appeared  restless  from  having  been  in¬ 
active  since  the  short  but  intense  seizures  last 
Tuesday.  He  said  Clark  spent  a  somewhat  fitful 
night  Sunday. 

“Nothing  specific;  just  restless,”  said  spokesman 
John  Dwan. 

“No  one  has  determined  in  any  quantitative,  pre¬ 
cise  way,  that  he  is  depressed,”  Peterson  said  of 
Clark. 

He  said  Clark’s  “periods  of  lucidity  are  getting 
longer,”  but  they  do  not  mark  a  single  dramatic 
proof  of  recovery. 

Instead,  he  said,  “a  gradual  improvement  has 
been  noted  by  all  the  people  that  are  close  to  him.” 


Asked  if  doctors  had  any  idea  whether  Clark  had 
suffered  brain  damage  from  the  seizures,  Peterson 
said,  “We  still  don’t  know.  We  haven’t  gotten  to 
that  point  yet.” 

Doctors  have  said  the  seizures  five  days  after  the 
implant  of  the  Jarvik-7  plastic  heart  probably  were 
caused  by  an  imbalance  in  Clark’s  body  chemistry. 
They  also  have  said  that  while  tests  show  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  brain  damage,  they  cannot  entirely  rule  it 
out  until  they  speak  with  a  fully  conscious  patient. 

Peterson  was  asked  if  doctors  were  disappointed 
in  the  progress  shown  by  Clark,  who  had  been 
listed  in  serious  condition  before  the  seizures. 

“The  question  is  not  appropriate.  The  doctors, 
nurses,  everybody,  all  have  their  opinion.  We 
would  like  him  not  to  have  any  of  the  complications 
he’s  had.  At  the  same  time,  the  body  functions  are 
continuing  to  improve,”  Peterson  said. 

At  times  Clark  expresses  discomfort  or  pleasure 
and  at  other  times  he’s  not  very  responsive ,  he  said. 

“Sometimes  he’s  very  much  involved  in  what’s 
going  on.  Other  times  remote,”  Peterson  added. 

Meantime,  doctors  continued  to  try  to  w;ean 
Clark  from  the  respirator,  giving  him  increasingly 
reduced  quantities  of  oxygen.  Peterson  said  Clark 
would  not  be  allowed  to  resume  an  exercise  regim¬ 
en  until  off  the  respirator. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Two  masked 
men  with  a  shotgun  punched  a  hole 
through  a  tar-paper  roof  and  staged 
the  largest  cash  robbery  in  U.S.  his¬ 
tory  by  taking  an  estimated  $8  million 
from  an  armored  car  company  head¬ 
quarters,  authorities  said  Monday. 

The  ski-masked  bandits  cut  a  two- 
foot  hole  in  the  .roof  of  Sentry- 
Armored  Car-Courier  in  the  Bronx 
late  Sunday  night  and  swung  into  the 
two-story  red  brick  building  on  a 
rope,  according  to  city  police  and  the 
FBI. 

After  handcuffing  a  guard,  the  rob¬ 
bers  pried  open  the  metal  doors  of  a 
vault  room  with  crowbars,  police 
said.  The  pair  then  carried  bags  of  $50 
and  $100  bills  to  the  building’s  garage, 
loaded  them  into  a  vehicle  they  had 
parked  there  and  drove  away,  police 
said. 

The  $8  million  loss  estimate  was 
given  to  police  by  Jack  Jennings,  the 
company’s  director  of  security. 

Detective  Lt.  Michael  O’Shea  of  the 
47th  Precinct  said  no  official  figure 
would  be  set  until  Sentry  officials 


could  conduct  a  thorough  inventory 
and  count  whatever  money  remained. 

“We’re  still  waiting  for  a  complete 
inventory,”  he  said.  “There  are  num¬ 
bers  floating  all  over  the  place,  but 
the  (company’s)  president  has  to 
count  the  money.” 

But  a  source  close  to  the  FBI  inves¬ 
tigation  who  requested  anonymity 
said  $8  million  “seems  to  be  pretty 
much  the  count.” 

Police  said  the  company  would 
check  the  funds  left  in  its  vault 
against  records  to  determine  how 
much  was  taken. 

A  secretary  at  the  Sentry  office 
said  neither  Jennings  nor  the  com¬ 
pany’s  president  was  available  for 
comment.  She  refused  to  say  why. 

Police  said  the  guard  on  duty  at  the 
office  at  3548  Boston  Road  was  not 
injured  by  the  robbers  after  they 
swung  down  from  the  roof  at  11:15 
p.m. 

Police  spokesman  Fred  Elwick  said 
the  men  apparently  disabled  the 
vault’s  alarm  system  before  breaking 
in,  but  police  did  not  know  how.

PROVO,  Utah  —  Officials  at  Brigham  Young 
Univeristy  have  moved  an  alternative  newspap¬ 
er  published  by  BYU  students  to  a  less  visible 
place  in  the  school’s  bookstore,  prompting  cries 
of  discrimination  from  the  paper’s  publishers. 

Ron  Priddis,  a  founder  of  the  “Seventh  East 
Press,”  said  administrators  are  discriminating 
against  his  publication  by  moving  it  to  an  incon¬ 
spicuous  location. 

“It  seems  like  there’s  an  attempt  to  put  the 
crunch  on,”  he  said  Monday. 

Robert  Smith,  university  financial  vice  presi¬ 
dent  and  head  of  the  bookstore  board,  said  the 
school  is  “not  entirely  happy”  with  the  paper’s 
content,  but  said  moving  the  paper’s  location  was 
not  discriminatory. 

“If  a  private  store  elects  not  to  handle  a  pro¬ 
duct,  is  that  discrimination?”  he  said.  “If  they 
elect  where  they  display  it,  when  they  do  handle 
it,  is  that  discrimination?” 

Smith  said  the  publication  was  first  sold  in  the 
bookstore  “reluctantly,”  and  was  originally  dis¬ 
played  in  the  same  spot  it  was  recently  returned 
to. 

“We  elected  to  put  it  back  where  we  originally 
agreed,”  he  said. 

Priddis  said  the  move  has  lowered  the  paper’s 
bookstore'  sales  from  1,200  to  300  an  issue,  but 
sales  have  doubled  at  newsstands. 

“We  will  probably  sell  about  the  same  num¬ 
bers,”  he  said. 

The  Seventh  East  Press  was  founded  about  a 
year  ago  as  an  alternative  to  The  Daily  Universe, 
the  school’s  official  newspaper.  The  Press  has 
covered  controversial  issues  such  as  homosexual¬ 
ity  at  BYU,  and  frequently  has  been  a  vocal 
opponent  of  school  policies. 

“We  are  not  opposed  to  dialogue,  comment  and 
controversy  about  school  and  church  matters.  I 
personally  think  it  is  a  healthy  thing,  except 


when  it  gets  into  bad  taste,”  said  Paul  Richards, 
BYU’s  public  communications  director.

Charles  Fiske  said  it’s  a  “realistic  possibility” 
that  his  1-year-old  daughter  will  be  coming  home 
in  time  for  Christmas,  adding  “I  went  ahead  and 
booked  tickets”  from  Minneapolis. 

The  girl,  who  had  been  dying  of  liver  disease, 
received  the  new  liver  Nov.  5  after  her  father 
made  a  widely  publicized  appeal  for  a  donated 
organ. 

“She  is  doing  super.  That’s  probably  the  best 
way  to  describe  it,”  he  said.  “Her  appetite  has 
increased.  Her  color,  that  jaundiced  look,  is 
almost  gone.” 

Nurses  in  the  hospital  have  taught  the  baby  to 
cross  her  fingers  and  wave  goodbye. 

“It’s  nice,  because  she’s  beginning  to  do  all 
those  things  that  she  hasn’t  been  able  to  do,” 
Fiske  said.  “A  lot  of  it  is  because  she’s  feeling  an 
awful  lot  better.” 

Fiske  says  doctors  have  told  him  that  he  can 
expect  the  girl  to  live  a  full,  normal  life.  But  the 
threat  of  the  new  liver  being  rejected  by  her  body 
continues,  although  it  decreases  each  day. 

B.C.  age  tree  receives  wreath 

KINGS  CANYON  NATIONAL  PARK,  Calif. 
—  The  267-foot  General  Grant  sequoia,  which  has 
been  growing  since  before  the  birth  of  Christ,  has 
received  its  annual  wreath  commemorating  its 
prestige  as  the  official  national  Christmas  tree.

President  Reagan  sent  his  holiday  greetings 
and  the  crowd  was  entertained  by  the  Sanger 
High  School  concert  choir.  The  sequoia  was  proc¬ 
laimed  the  national  tree  in  1926  by  President 
Calvin  Coolidge. 


In  Chicago  Tylenol  murders 

Accused  extortionist  seized 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  James  W.  Lewis,  charged 
with  attempting  to  extort  $1  million  in  the  seven 
Chicago-area  Tylenol  poisoning  deaths,  was  cap¬ 
tured  here  Monday  by  federal  agents,  police  said. 

.  Lewis,  36,  the  subject  of  a  nationwide  manhunt, 
was  arrested- at  the  midtown  annex  of  the  New 
York  Public  Library  at  40th  Street  and  Fifth  Ave¬ 
nue,  police  said. 

Authorities  said  a  library  clerk  recognized  him 
from  a  wanted  poster,  called  authorities,  and  Lewis, 
was  arrested  without  incident  by  two  federal 
agents  about  2  p.m.  as  he  was  reading  a  listing  of 
newspapers  around  the  nation,  said  Kenneth  Wal¬ 
ton,  deputy  assistant  director  of  the  FBI. 

“He  offered  no  resistance.  He  admits  to  his 
identity,”  Walton  said  at  a  news  conference,  noting 
that  Lewis  was  unarmed. 

Asked  whether  Lewis  made  any  other  state¬ 
ment,  Walton  said,  “No  comment.” 

“There  is  no  evidence  that  directly  links  him  to 
the  Tylenol  murders,”  Walton  added. 

He  said  Lewis  would  be  charged  with  extortion 


and  unlawful  flight  to  avoid  prosecution.  He  said  he 
expected  prosecutors  to  move  for  Lewis’  extradi¬ 
tion  to  Chicago. 

The  whereabouts  of  Lewis’  wife,  Leann  35,  was 
not  known,  although  she  was  believed  to  be  still  in 
the  .New  York  area.  In  Chicago,  Charles  Kitchel, 
special  agent  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Criminal 
Investigation,  said  he  understood  Mrs.  Lewis  plan¬ 
ned  to  surrender. 

Seven  people  in  the  Chicago  area  died  between 
Sept.  29  and  Oct.  1  from  taking  capsules  of  Extra- 
Strength  Tylenol  that  had  been  filled  with  cyanide. 
No  one  has  been  arrested  in  the  poisonings. 

Lewis  was  charged  in  mid-October  with  attemp¬ 
ted  extortion  for  allegedly  demanding  $1  million 
from  Johnson  &  Johnson,  the  parent  company  of 
Tylenol’s  manufacturer,  MacNeil  Consumer  Pro¬ 
ducts  Co. 

The  letter  demanded  that  the  money  be  mailed  to 
an  inactive  account  at  a  Chicago  bank  and 
threatened  additional  poisonings  unless  the  de¬ 
mand  was  met. 


No  heating-cost  relief  likely 
as  lame-duck  session  ends 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  current  lame-duck 
session  of  Congress  will  offer  consumers  no  relief 
from  soaring  natural  gas  prices,  members  of  the 
Senate  Energy  and  Natural  Resources  Committee 
said  Monday. 

Energy  experts  have  estimated  that  bills  this 
winter  will  run  an  average  of  20  percent  higher  than 
last  year,  and  some  areas  will  face  increases  of  40 
percent  to  60  percent  or  more. 

Sen.  Thomas  Eagleton,  D-Mo„  and  others  are 
pushing  legislation  to  allow  gas  companies  to  buy 
the  cheapest  gas  available. 

Eagleton,  testifying  before  the  panel,  said  the 
rising  prices  are  causing  human  suffering  across, 
the  nation.  In  Kansas  City,  he  said,  6,000  homes 
have  already  been  cut  off  for  non-payment,  com¬ 
pared  to  4,000  at  the  end  of  last  winter.  He  said  he 
received  2,000  letters  complaining  about  gas  prices 
last  week  alone. 

While  saying  they  sympathized  with  the  plight  of 
homeowners  facing  sharp  increases  in  their  gas 
bills,  members  of  the  committee  said  there  was  too 
little  time  before  Congress  adjourns. 

The  best  that  can  be  hoped  for  is  action  next  year, 
they  said,  along  with  voluntary  efforts  by  gas  com¬ 
panies  to  hold  down  the  increases. 

“Does  everyone  agree  that  it  can’t  pass  this  lame- 
duck  session?”  asked  Sen.  Bennett  Johnston,  D- 
La.,  in  a  hearing.  “I  say  there’s  no  conceivable 
way.”  Sen.  James  A,  McClure,  R-Idaho,  the  com¬ 
mittee’s  chairman,  noted  that  the  last  natural  gas 
pricing  act  took  18  months  to  write.  “With  only  a

Life  on  Europa?

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SAN  FRANCISCO 
(AP)  —  Primitive  life  in 
space  might  be  lurking 
beneath  the  ice  of  an  in¬ 
credibly  cold  moon  of 
Jupiter,  two  space- 
agency  scientists  be¬ 
lieve. 

Ray  Reynolds  admits 
it  seems  a  long  shot  that 
life  might  have  evolved 
on  Europa,  but  scien¬ 
tists  believe  there  are 
ice-covered  oceans  on 
that  moon.  Reynolds 
says  there  may  be  small, 
temporary  oases  where 
some  hardy  organisms 
could  survive. 

“It’s  some  place  else 
to  look  but  I  wouldn’t 
say  the  probabilities  are 
very  high,”  Reynolds 
said  in  an  interview  be¬ 
fore  co-worker  Steven 
Squyres  described  their 
work  Monday  at  the 
American  Geophysical 
Union  meeting  in  San 
Francisco.  Both  work  at 
the  National  Aeronau¬ 
tics  and  Space  Adminis- 
tration’s  Ames  Re¬ 
search  Center  at  Moun¬ 
tain  View,  Calif. 

Ocean  goop 

“It  would  also  be 
worthwhile  to  see 
what’s  there  in  the 
oceans,”  he  said.  “There 
could  be  the  same  kind 
of  primitive  goop  that 


produced  life  on  Earth.” 

Reynolds  said  the 
pair’s  picture  of  Europa, 
based  primarily  on  re¬ 
sults  of  two  close  en¬ 
counters  by  Voyager 
spacecraft  in  1979  and 
1980,  will  be  published 
in  the  British  Journal 
Nature.  Their  suspi¬ 
cions  concerning  life 
were  outlined  at  the  con¬ 
ference. 

“These  are  very,  very 
tiny  regions  and  they’re 
very  limited  in  time,” 
each  lasting  only  three 
or  four  years,  Reynolds 
said.  “But  that  they  ex¬ 
ist  at  all  on  this  crazy 
world  way  out  in  the  so¬ 
lar  system  with  surface 
temperatures  of  100  de¬ 
grees  Kelvin  (about  280 
degrees  below  zero 
Fahrenheit)  is  just 


The  number  of  possi¬ 
bilities  for  extraterrest¬ 
rial  life  has  shrunk  in  re¬ 
cent  years.  The  Viking 
spacecraft  searched  in 
vain  for  life  on  Mars,  and 
while  the  spacecraft’s 
data  didn’t  rule  out  the 
possibility,  the  odds 
seemed  to  be  reduced. 

Saturn's  moon 
Some  had  speculated 
about  Saturn’s  big  moon 
Titan  since  it  has  an 
atmosphere,  which 


other  moons  including 
Europa  lack.  But  in 
1981,  Voyager  2  found 
Titan  to  be  a  miserable 
place  that’s  far  too  cold 
for  the  chemistry 
needed  for  life. 

Europa,  almost  as 
large  as  Earth’s  moon,  is 
covered  by  a  smooth 
layer  of  ice  from  which 
craters,  found  on  vir-„ 
tually  all  other  hard- 
surface  planets  and 
moons,  have  been 
erased.  Lines  crisscross 
the  ice,  apparently  rep¬ 
resenting  miles-wide 
fractures  resulting  from 
tidal  forces  as  Jupiter’s 
immense  gravity  tugs 
on  the  moon. 

Scientists  generally 
believe  the  ice  surface  is 
only  a  few  miles  thick 
and  covers  an  ocean 
perhaps  30  miles  deep 
that  surrounds  a  rocky 
core.

pages  dealing  with  the  administration’s 
apprehension  about  sportsmanship,  or  lack  there¬ 
of,  at  basketball  games.

In  my  opinion,  booing  the  opposing  team  for  the 
simple  fact  that  it  is  the  enemy  is  part  of  human 
nature.  But  I  agree  that  at  BYU  there  is  some  need 
i  for  respect  and  compassion  for  our  adversaries. 

.7  The  disdain  for  booing  the  referees,  however,  is  a 

bit  farfetched.  Referees  and  booing  go  hand  in 
hand.  The  referees  expect  it  and  would  probably 
think  BYU  fans  were  whacko  if  they  sat  passively 
and  accepted  every  questionable  call. 

I  agree  the  Cougar  crowd  should  be  sportsman- 
,  like  and  courteous ,  but  to  outmellow  every  crowd  in

sic  solidified  this  concern  in  my  mind. 

During  BYU’s  contest  with  Long  Beach  State, 
some  clowns  in  the  front  of  the  student  section  held 
up  a  sign  with  a  referees’  shirt  and  the  caption  “Bull 

Since  this  was  a  college  game,  I  don’t  think  too 
many  fans  had  trouble  deciphering  the  meaning  of 
the  banner.  If  a  banner  has  to  be  vulgar,  it  might  as 
well  be  more  difficult  to  understand. 

That  sign  may  have  spelled  the  end  to  the  sign 


policy  that  received  hard  work  and  support  from 
administrators  and  ASBYU  officers,  along  with 
thousands  of  students. 

If  the  sign  policy  ends  up  being  nuked  because  of 
a  classless  sign  that  ripped  the  referees,  the  sign- 
makers  ought  to  be  strung  up  by  their  “bullshirts.” 


The  juvenile  behavior  exhibited  by  the  sign  mak¬ 
ers  in  no  way  matched,  however,  the  worst  abuse 
by  a  few  fans. 

By  far  the  poorest  display  of  behavior  was  the 
idiots  who  demeaned  opposing  black  players  with 
high-pitched  imitations  of  jive,  straight  out  of  a  TV 
sitcom. 

I’m  not  making  this  up  either.  During  both  BYU 
games  of  the  Classic,  fans  behind  me  hit  an  all-time 
low  in  bush-league  behavior  with  catcalls  to  Long 
Beach  State  and  Fordham  players. 

The  fan  behind  me  in  the  student  section  during 
Friday’s  game  was  incessant  with  his  “jive.”  On 
Saturday,  when  Fordham  forward  Mike  Cooper 
was  whistled  for  a  foul  and  held  out  his  hands  in 
dismay,  a  fan  sitting  on  the  front  row  behind  the 
BYU  bench  yelled  more  of  the  high-pitched  slop  I’d 
had  my  fill  of  the  previous  night. 

I  thought  maybe  I  was  the  only  one  “lucky” 
enough  to  sit  in  front  of  two  fans  who  were  running 
a  quart  low,  but  when  I  mentioned  the  incidents  to  a 
friend,  she  recalled  benefitting  from  renditions  of 
“Ebony  and  Ivory”  during  the  UCLA-BYU  game 
Nov.  27. 

Sheer  ignorance  and  bigoted  behavior  has  no 
place  anywhere,  especially  at  BYU. 

If  a  black  recruit  came  to  visit  BYU  and  heard 
this  rot,  would  you  blame  him  for  going  elsewhere 
...  or  lambasting  BYU  as  racist? 

It  would  be  unfortunate  if  BYU,  after  generally 
overcoming  an  anti-black  reputation,  had  its  efforts 
shot  down  by  the  behavior  of  a  handful  of  bigoted 
fans  at  basketball  games. 

BYU’s  welcoming  hand  should  reach  out  to  all 
people  ...  as  well  as  slap  those  who  insist  bn  tar¬ 
nishing  its  reputation. 


Tomczak:  a  tale  of  two  QBs 


SAN  DIEGO  (AP)  —  Mike  Tomczak  concedes  a 
meeting  with  Art  Schlichter  was  the  central  chap¬ 
ter  in  his  tale  of  two  Ohio  State  quarterbacks  in  a 
single  season. 

It’s  difficult  to  believe  Tomczak,  Schlichter’s  suc¬ 
cessor  this  year,  could  be  the  same  college  football 
player  within  11  games. 

In  his  first  four  starts  in  1982,  Tomczak  com¬ 
pleted  38  percent  of  his  passes,  20  of  56,  for  one 
touchdown  and  293  yards.  He  threw  eight  intercep¬ 
tions. 

Therefore,  the  sophomore  from  Calumet  City, 
Ill.,  lost  his  starting  job  to  Brent  Offenbecher  for 
the  Wisconsin  game.  The  Badgers  won  6-0,  handing 
the  Buckeyes  a  rare  third-straight  defeat  at  home. 


Earle  Bruce,  Ohio  State’s  coach,  opted  for  Tomc¬ 
zak  again. 

The  6-foot- 1,  184-pound  Tomczak  responded 
with  57  percent  passing,  built  on  65  of  113  throws. 
He  accounted  for  1,117  yards,  seven  touchdowns 
and  just  three  interceptions,  leading  the  Buckeyes 
to  six  straight  victories,  an  8-3  record  and  a  Holiday 
Bowl  berth  Friday  night  against  Brigham  Young. 

Tomczak  recalled  his  roller  coaster  ride  before 
Ohio  Stadium’s  sellouts  by  saying:  “It  was  scary  — 
90,000  love  you  one  minute.  You  throw  an  intercep¬ 
tion  and  they  hate  you  the  next  minute.” 

Tomczak’s  comeback  began  the  day  after  the 
Wisconsin  defeat.

If  you  want  to  know  who  started 
the  Theater  Department,  where  the 
first  play  was  performed  or  when  the 
last  time  “A  Midsummer  Night’s 
Dream”  was  produced,  Dr.  Charles 
Henson,  a  professor  of  theater  and 
cinematic  arts,  is  the  man  to  ask. 

Henson,  a  scene  designer  and  the 
^business  manager  for  the  B  YU  Thea¬ 
ter  Department,  researched  and 
'wrote  the  history  of  the  department 
[for  his  doctoral  dissertation.

During  the  year  of  research,  Hen¬ 
son  said  he  spent  a  lot  of  time  in  the 
library  and  the  university  archives 
looking  through  faculty  meeting  mi¬ 
nutes  and  other  documents  that  were 
a  major  source  of  information  to  him. 

In  addition  to  records  of  meetings, 
the  archives  contain  personnel  files 
that  were  valuable  in  Henson’s  re¬ 
search,  he  said. 

Henson  also  interviewed  several 
former  faculty  members  who  still  live 
in  the  area.  Dr.  Alonzo.  Morley,  who

On  April  3,  1965  the  Harris  Fine 
Arts  Center  was  dedicated.

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A  word  for  those 
hit  worst  by  snow 


As  if  approaching  finals  and  the  Christmas  rush  weren’t  enough, 
Monday’s  snowstorm  made  a  real  mess  of  Provo  and  the  campus. 
People  slipped  and  fell;  cars,  slipped  into  fender  benders.  Even  the 
most  able-bodied  found  ft  difficult  to  move  around  in  the  snow. 

Imagine  then  how  difficult  is  was  for  the  handicapped  students  and 
faculty  of  the  university.  Getting  from  place  to  place  in  a  wheelchair  or 
without  sight  is  problem  enough  under  fair  skies.  But  with  heavy 
snowfall,  it  can  become  next  to  impossible.  Wheelchairs  (and  crutches) 
slip  and  slide  on  the  sidewalks  and  ramps.  The  falling  snow  deadens  the ' 
sounds  by  which  some  blind 
people  navigate,  and  makes  the 


difference  between  sidewalk 
and  grass  more  difficult  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  with  a  cane.  Icy  spots 
also  pose  a  special  hazard  to  the 
blind  student  or  instructor. 

It  takes  a  lot  of  courage  to 


v move  around  this  enormous  campus  with  a  disability.  In  bad  winter 
weather,  it  takes  more  than  courage;  it  takes  guts  —  and  once  in  a 
while,  it  may  take  a  little  help  from  a  fellow  student.  The  Daily 
Universe  believes  the  students  and  faculty  need  to  be  alert  to  the 
problems  faced  by  their  handicapped  peers,  and  be  prepared  to  offer  a 
hand  when  the  need  arises. 


Condemnations  of  a  passive  Student  Don't  degrade 'em,  facull 


Last  week,  a  BYU  administrator  made  the  fol¬ 
lowing  comment  referring  to  poor  attendance  at 
forum  assemblies:  “The  level  of  intellectual  curios¬ 
ity  on  this  campus  is  obviously  not  what  we’d  like  it 
be.” 

A  day  earlier  in  The  Daily  Universe,  a  non-LDS 
professor  at  BYU  made  virtually  the  same  remark. 
“I  don’t  know  if  being  a  Mormon  causes  people  not 
to  ask  questions,”  he  said,  “but  I  don’t  see  a  sense  of 
curiosity  here  —  a  curiosity  that  doesn’t  let  go  of  an 
issue  until  it’s  solved.” 

As  a  freshman  on  this  campus  four  years  ago,  I 
don’t  think  I  ever  missed  a  forum  assembly.  This 
.year,  I  think  I’ve  been  to  one.  In  other  words,  I’m 
guilty  as  charged. 

Up  until  this  week  I  rationalized  my  absence  at 
the  forums  by  telling  myself,  “I’m  a  very  busy 
young  man.”  In  truth,  I  think  maybe  I’m  more  lazy 
than  busy,  and  unfortunately,  I’m  afraid  I’m  a 
typical  BYU  student. 

I  don’t  know  how  many  of  us  here  at  BYU  pride 
ourselves  on  our  meekness,  our  submissiveness, 
our  respect  for  authority.  If  I’m  typical,  I’m  begin¬ 


ning  to  think  that  maybe  we’re  not  respectful  at  all 
—  maybe  we’re  just  indifferent.  Maybe  meek  is 
euphemistic  for  apathetic. 

Here  at  BYU,  we’re  into  labels.  We  jump  for  joy 
when  our  basketball  team  beats  Notre  Dame  be¬ 
cause  somehow  this  proves  our  system  is  the  equal 
of  theirs.  We  hope  and  pray  our  school  will  become 
the  Harvard  of  the  West,  but  for  the  wrong 
reasons.  We  don’t  want  to  be  better  educated,  we 
just  want  the  publicity  of  a  Harvard  —  we  want  to 
be  told  we’re  OK.  We’re  more  interested  in  the 
respect  our  degree  holds  in  the  world  than  in  what 
we  learn  while  getting  it. 

Well,  until  we  can  at  least  decide  we’re  going  to 
go  to  forums,  maybe  we’d  better  forget  about  being 
a  Harvard  and  just  worry  about  staying  ahead  of 
the  Dixie  Colleges  of  the  world  (no  offense  in¬ 
tended). 

President  Jeffrey  Holland  reminded  us  last  year 
in  a  forum  that  BYU  isn’t  here  to  make  us  money, 
but  rather  to  make  us  educated.  I  listened  with  my 
ears,  but  my  heart  was  far  from  him. 

All  around  us,  students  cram  into  the  library  at 


Ige,  the  genuine  stuff,  passes  i 
by  in  the  form  of  empty  seats  at  the  Marriott 
Center. 


Excuse  my  language,  but  if  we’re  more  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  money  we  can  make  than  about 
the  knowledge  we  can  gain,  then  we’re  merely 
prostituting  ourselves.  We’re  selling  our  education 
for  a  short-run  monetary  passion. 

Excuse  me  if  I’m  calling  the  kettle  black.  I’m  as 
guilty  as  anyone  else.  I’ve  forgone  my  own  intellec¬ 
tual  curiosity  because  I  decided  one  hedonistic  day 
I  wanted  to  be  a  lawyer.  I  wanted  wool  suits,  ma¬ 
roon  loafers  and  blue  blazers.  Hugh  Nibley  I’m  not. 
I  was  and  probably  still  am  more  interested  in 
status  than  in  becoming  an  educated  man. 

Well,  if  a  man’s  riches  be  judged  by  the  jewels 
around  his  neck,  are  we  not  here  at  BYU  the  richest 
of  all  men?  But  if  his  treasures  be  judged  by  his 
pearls  of  wisdom,  yeah,  are  we  not  among  the 
paupers?
